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MORE LAURELS FOR MARINES AS QUANTICO 
GRIDIRON WARRIORS DEFEAT GEORGE- 
TOWN UNIVERSITY 14 TO 3

Saturday, Oct. 6, 1923, will long be remembered by 
Marines stationed in and around Washington. The 
American League Park was the scene of one of the 
best and hardest fought football games ever seen in 
this vicinity and after a belated rally the Marines fin- 
ally brought home the well-known bacon. 

Handicapped at the start of the game by the absence 
of such stars as Goettge, McMains, Larsen, Sanderson 
and Palmer, the Quantico eleven put up a game fight. 
In the first quarter the Georgetown backs penetrated 
the Marine line almost at will. It was only when they 
reached the ten-yard line that they met a stone wall, 
the fighting spirit of the Marines holding them until 
the ball could be punted out of danger. In the second 
quarter, after unsuccessful attempts to put the pig- 
skin over for a touchdown after they had come within 
striking distance of the goal, Byrne, Georgetown back, 
finally put over a placement kick for three points. 

It was at this point that the Marines became an of- 
fensive instead of a defensive aggregation. Instead of 
punting they commenced hitting the Georgetown line. 
Obtaining the ball on their own 35-yard line, the Ma- 
rines made three first downs through the line. Telling 
gains by Henry featured. The Georgetown line bucked 
up, however, on their own 1l-yard line and the Marines 
lost possession of the ball just as the whistle for the 
half blew. 

The second half can be summed up in three words: 
Geottge, Geottge, Geottge!!! The elongated full-back 
of the Quantico team lined up for the kick-off amid 
the cheers of the four thousand khaki-clad Leather- 
necks present. From then on “No. 24” became prac- 
tically the whole show. McMains also added his crafty 
skill to the game, replacing Stevens at quarterback. 
It seemed that the whole team was revitalized by the 
presence of Geottge. He started by out-punting the 
Georgetown toe-artist after the ball had changed hands 
twice. Then in his’ first four tries with the pigskin, 
he carried that elusive article for a total gain of 29 
yards. Then the Marines broadened their style of at- 
tack. Two delayed line bucks netted a gain of 25 
yards; five more yards by Geottge and the goal line 
was near. Neale finally went over for a touchdown 
and Beckett kicked goal. The rest of the third quarter 
was without note—exchanged punts and a few line 
plays. 

In the final quarter, superior punting by Geottge 
drove the Georgetown attack back. An exchange of 


punts, a first down by the Marines and the Blue-and- 
White warriors had their backs to the wall. The situ- 
ation looked very blue for Georgetown. An attempted 
forward pass by Byrne was knocked down by Bailey. 
On the next play a pass, Byrne to Florence, netted 
Georgetown only 10 yards. The Georgetown back 
dropped back to kick. He was standing within 15 yards 
of his own goal when McHenry, Marine guard, broke 
through the whole defense and blocked Byrne’s punt. 
Bouncing off McHenry’s manly chest the ball rolled to 
within 10 yards of Georgetown’s goal. Hunt made a 
dash for the oval, picked it up and dashed over the 
opposition’s goal for another touchdown. Pandemon- 
ium broke loose. The Marine rooters let out a series 
of cheers evidently calculated to blow down the halls 
of Montezuma and send the waters over the shores of 
Tripoli. Beckett repeated his goal kicking perform- 
ance. From then on the Marines contented themselves 
with breaking up Georgetown’s aerial attack, and the 
final whistle sounded with the Marines the victor, 14 
to 3. 

Too much credit cannot be given Geottge, McMains, 
Liversedge, Henry, McHenry and Bailey for their won- 
derful work. Bailey, former University of Maryland 
captain, in his first game at center for the Marines 
showed up remarkably well and he bids fair to out- 
shine even the famous Larsen. Liversedge’s intercep- 
tion of passes was remarkable. 

The writer has witnessed some hard football battles 
but he can truthfully say that he has seen nothing to 
compare with the comeback of the Marines last Satur- 
day. If Michigan does not improve considerably over 
the teams put out by that institution up to 1921, the 
Marines will walk all over them. Leathernecks ac- 
companying the team can confidently hope for victory 
for their own aggregation. The Marine Corps has a 
team in the field, second to none. It is enough to make 
any Marine increase his chest expansion by two inches 
just to see the Quantico warriors in action. 

setween halves the Major General Commandant and 
Secretary of the Navy, Denby, walked over to the 
Georgetown section with General Butler, to introduce 
“Sergeant Jinks,” the Quantico mascot and reputed 
to be the ugliest dog in the world, to the Georgetown 
rooters. The Secretary of the Navy came back to the 
Marine side of the field to the tune of “The Marine’s 
Hymn” and amid deafening cheers. It is said that he 
remarked to a bystander that the Marines were “the 
best bunch of men that God ever let live.” Quite some 
compliment! Make that second brass button from the 
top come out two inches farther, buddy!

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PRESIDENT REVIEWS MARINES 
AS 36-DAY MARCH IS ENDED 


Corps Celebrates Termination of Campaign with Party 
at Camp Meigs—Parade Again Saturday to 
Georgetown Game 

The east coast expeditionary force of Quantico Ma- 
rines pitched their tents in the District after a tri- 
umphial march down Pennsylvania avenue and past 
their President. 

The review marked the end of a march with full 
military equipment, through Virginia. 

With the honor of being the first military body to 
pass in review before President Coolidge since he as- 
sumed office, the Marines last night held a grand and 
glorious party at Camp Meigs as a prelude to still 
another honor they hope to receive today, by witness- 
ing their football team defeat Georgetown University 
in one of the annual gridiron classics. 

Headed by Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt and Maj Gen. John A. Lejeune, the Marines began 
their march through the city shortly after noon. They 
passed in review before President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Denby and proceeded on to Camp 
Meigs. The artillery and trains, however, were di- 
verted to the Ellipse, where their equipment was 
parked for the inspection of the public in the after- 
noon. 

Their 36-day campaign over, the Marines settled 
down to enjoy themselves in a city. A program of 
boxing matches and musical numbers were arranged 
at the camp, to which all friends of the “devil dogs” 
were welcome. 














FLY FROM SANTO DOMINGO TO ST. LOUIS 

Two Marines Corps planes have just completed a 
flight from Santo Domingo City, Dominican Republic, 
to St. Louis, Mo., where they will participate in the 
International Air Races now being conducted at that 
city. This represents the longest flight ever under- 
taken. A distance of 2,670 miles was covered, which 
exceeds by a comfortable margin the record of 1,975 
miles established by the Army Aviation in the flight 
from Washington to the West Indies. 


The aviators making the flight were Lieutenant 
Ford O. Rogers, formerly of Waco, Texas. Lieutenant 


Rogers served as a midshipman for three years prior 
to his entry in the Corps. He served as an aviator 
during the World War and won the distinguished 
service cross. Lieutenant Palmer comes from Athens, 
Ohio. He is a graduate of Ohio University, where he 
won athletic distinction. He served in the Ohio Na- 
tional Guard before entering the Marines as an enlisted 
man. He was later commissioned. 

Both aviators flew Army type DH4B-1 planes with 
a gas capacity of 135 gallons and a cruising speed of 
from 85 to 90 miles an hour.

Lieutenant Rogers was accompanied by 1st Sergeant 
Belcher as mechanic. Belcher is a native of Midville, 
Georgia, and enlisted in the Marine Corps in 1917. He 
has taken part in several long distance flights, having 
flown from Quantico to Pensacola in the plane which 
set a record, since broken, for a non-stop flight in the 
shortest time. He also flew in the Martin Bombe? 
which took part in the bombing tests off the Virginia 
Capes in 1921. 

Lieutenant Palmer’s mechanic was Corporal Tolu- 
schiak. Corporal Toluschiak is a Pole by descent, 
though his home is in Pittsburgh, Pa. In the early 
stages of the war he joined the Polish Legion and 
went to France. He served with a French Artillery 
unit until the armistice, when he was assigned to 
Aviation duty. After the hostilities he served with 
Polish Aviation against the Russian Bolshevik. Later 
he was discharged, returned to the states and promptly 
enlisted in the Marine Corps. 

Both aviators have had a liberal training for the 
flight. Flying in Santo Domingo and Haiti is hazard- 
ous at best. The mountainous nature and the absence 
of clearing fit for landings necessitates flying at high 
elevations at all times. Furthermore, the route from 
Santo Domingo City to Porte au Prince, Haiti, a flight 
which all aviators stationed in those countries make 
frequently, traverses tree lakes and a strip of the 
Carribean. In both countries aviators make regular 
mail trips to outlying stations and in making these 
must attain an elevation of 6,000 feet to clear the 
mountain ranges. 

With this experience behind them the long flight en- 
tailed no dangers which were not familiar to both 
aviators and they came through in fine shape.

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CANDIDATES FOR WARRANT OFFICER 
According to a circular letter 
General Commandant to all officers, it is the intention 
of Headquarters to appoint a board on or about the 


first of the year to consider recommendations for the 


selection of noncommissioned officers to fill vacancies 


their 


in the grade of Marine Gunner, Quartermaster Clerk, 
and Pay Clerk in the Marine Corps. 

In this connection a word of information to those 
who expect, or hope, to be recommended might not be 
amiss. The general policy regarding recommenda- 
tions is contained in section 203 of the Marine Corps 
manual. Section 202 of the same publication pre- 
scribes the examination which candidates will be re- 
quired to take before appointment. A reading of this 
section reveals the fact that a candidate for Marine 
Gunner must, in addition to extensive practical knowl- 
edge, be able to pass an examination in Grammar and 
Composition, and in Arithmetic. A candidate for ap- 
pointment as Quartermaster Clerk or Pay Clerk must 
pass examinations in Grammar and Composition, 
Geography, American History and Arithmetic. 

Experience has shown that no matter how well 
grounded he may have been in the foregoing subjects, 
after a number of years in which he has had little or 
no direct contact with the subject matter involved, the 
average man needs considerable review before he can 
confidently approach an examination. 

THE LEATHERNECK desires to call to the attention 
of those who may become candidates for appointment 
to the warrant grades that there is available for their 
use an excellent means of getting just the review that 
they will probably need. We mean the Marine Corps 
Institute. An enrollment in the Institute will put into 
the hands of each prospective candidate excellent text 
books covering the above named subjects. If it did 
nothing more than that it would be worth while to 
enroll but the Institute can and will do much more 
than that. The working out of the various question 
papers is excellent review and the comments of the 
instructors placed on the returned lesson papers will 
gear up doubtful points. It’s worth trying.
